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The number of claims in this application is 20. 

The examiner has identified the fol.ov.ng defects in the application:

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The claims on file do not comply with Section 28.3 of the Patent Act. The subject matter of these 
claims would have been obvious on the claim date to a person skilled in the art or science to which 
they pertain having regard to Foti et al. The claims are so broad that they could be read on the 
cited prior art. 

The abstract, presently on file, 
does not reflect the inventive concept of the present application.
